WASHINGTON UPV—Bernard M. 
Baruch said today if war comes 
and finds the government unpre­ 
pared to clamp on immediate eco­ 
nomic controls, “there will not be 
a person alive who will not bit­ 
terly rue this tragic, needless ne­ 
glect.” 
Urging the administration and 
Congress get together on a stand­ 
by economic controls law — or 
Congress do it alone if necessary— 
the New York financier and ad­ 
viser to presidents said: 
“The next war — and all of us 
pray it will be avoided — is likely 
to explode in a big smash. Cities 
may be all but obliterated. Who 
knows where Congress will be? . . . 
“You face a simple issue,” Ba­ 
ruch said in a statement to the 
Senate Banking Committee. “Are 
we to take the elementary pre­ 
caution of writing into law now 
what we know would have to be 
done fin event of emergency? 
“Or shall we neglect this vital 
measure of defense and, in doing 
so, increase the risk of war, add 
to the toll of dead and wounded if 
war does come and make infla­ 
tion certain — all needlessly?” 
Baruch had been invited to give 
his views to the Senate commit­ 
tee, which is considering various 
legislative proposals for some sort 
of standby controls law. 
Present authority for wage-price- 
rent controls and allocations of 
scarce m aterials is due to expire 
variously on April 30 and June 30.

Evils Of Civil Service Should Be Wiped Out 


Baseball Angels 


Besides the fabulous Bill Veeck, who was 
left on base in the baseball deal which was 
to have switched two major-league franchises 
before opening day but switched only one, there 
is another piece of unfinished business. 
The transfer of the Boston Braves to Mil­ 
waukee was dictated by economic necessity. 
The attempt to transfer the St. Louis Browns 
to Baltimore was dictated by economic neces­ 
sity. 
Professional baseball is running out of angels 
to pay its losses in cities which won’t support 
ball clubs with sell-out attendance. Sooner or 
later, in the nature of things, someone is go­ 
ing to propose that since baseball is the na­ 
tional game it should be supported by the fed­ 
eral government. That should be stopped be­ 
fore it happens. 
Baseball became known as the national game 
because it formerly was the game nearly eve­ 
rybody liked to play and watch. That has been 
changing. The national game in respect to pop­ 
ularity among players and spectators now is 
basketball, with bowling a close second. Con­ 
trary to the waves of emotionalism which sweep 
over baseball sentimentalists at the thought of 
their favorite game's financial troubles, it must 
make money or have its losses underwritten 
by men of wealth in order to survive. Other­ 
wise it will go the way of dusting.

President Truman per­ 
verted the civil service system by 
covering large numbers of deserv­ 
ing Democrats by civil service ben- , 
efits who have not taken the neces­ 
sary examinations and whose vir- j 
tues have not been duly determin­ 
ed by fitting investigation. 


THEY WERE folded into the civ­ 
il service by executive order. It 
would seem fitting and proper that 
all such might immediately be 
thrown out by the Eisenhower ad- I 
ministration, not only with the ob­ 
ject of making room for deserv­ 
ing Republicans but also to reduce 
the unbearable payroll of the fed­ 
eral government. 
There ought to be no problem 
about that, as Gen. Eisenhower 
himself said that government em­ 
ployment is not a right but a privi- : 
lege. 
Some Democrats and many left­ 
wingers regard a government job 
as a human right and they hop 
from one public office to another 
with amazing agility, managing to 
hold on to some bit of the payroll 
despite exposure of their defects, j 
The United States would suffer 
no loss if they were sent forth to 
work at earning a living instead 
of just getting one. Some of them 
get jobs in the United Nations or 
the Ford Foundation. 
The Eisenhower administration 
has been too gentle in the matter 
of ridding the country of an un­ 
necessary officialdom, although, for 
nearly 20 years, the Republicans 
have made a tremendous noise 
about the size of government em­ 
ployment, which now reaches the 
unbelievable figure of 2.500.000. 
Anyone who has ever tried to be 
serviced in a government 
office 
has had a wonderful experience in 
slow motion, with the hired help 
getting in each other's way for 
want of something to do. 


THE HUGE government payroll 
started as a relief measure during 
the depression years, the theory 
being that made-work justified it­ 
self in hard times. 
The jobs were developed to make 
work. And even if a typist devot­ 
ed herself to writing letters to 
prospective 
or 
imaginary 
b o y 
friends, it was considered better 
than a doie. 
Also, under the New* Deal, a sys­ 
tem of grading developed by which 
the importance of an official was 
measured in terms of the number 
of persons under him. 
Thus a smart public servant per­ 
mitted his department to grow big 
so that he would look important. 
This device was so usual that it 
was given a special name, “em­ 
pire-building.” 
Thus, federal employment rose 
from a slight 615.000 in 1932 to 
about 2,500.000 
today. 
Roosevelt 
was never as expansive in peace 
years as Truman, his* highest fig­ 
ure being 1,424.000 for 1941. Of 
course, in the war years, employ­ 
ment went well over 3,000,000. 
High federal employment during 
a war period is to be expected, and 
it was hoped that Truman would 
bring it down to Roosevelt’s fig­ 
ure, which was still high. How­ 
ever. Truman, being an amiable 
gentleman, kindly and respecting 
the welfare of deserving 
Demo­ 
crats. not only kept the federal 
payroll high but folded many into 
the Civil Service without requir­ 
ing them to take the usual exam­ 
inations to prove their fitness. 
Those who did take examinations 
should have whatever protection 
the civil service law provides, if 
their jobs are necessary at all. If 
the jobs are unnecessary, t h e y 
should be abolished. The U n i t e d 
States ought not to be an eleemosy­ 
nary institution. 


THE PRESIDENT has appoint­ 
ed a commission to adjust t h e 
Hoover Reports to the needs of the 
Eisenhower administration. A thor­ 
oughgoing plan to reorganize the 
executive branch of the govern­ 
ment could reduce the payroll. 
They could also plan to get a dol­ 
lar’s work for a dollar of pay. 
This may be 
a 
revolutionary 
doctrine, but not an evil one. There 
is. no reason why a government 
job should produce lazier workers 
than private enterprise. And work­ 
ers always work better if they fear 
the prospect of dismissa’. 
It is a wonderful cure for those 
who believe that tenure on a job 
saves one from the necessity to 
work.

New York City’s flounderings cm the brink of 
bankruptcy are being viewed with curious de­ 
tachment. even by New Yorkers. There will 
be no room for detachment if the metropolis 
fails to solve its staggering accumulation of 
money problems. 
Every citizen of the United States then would 
be tapped in one form or another to help 
pay for the consequences of gross mismanage­ 
ment. The problem would not be confined to 
New York City, or even to New YorK state. 
It would be shared by the nation. 
The Wall Street Journal, which is peculiarly 
qualified to comment on the tragedy of fiscal 
mismanagement in the world's greatest city, 
makes this summary of the events leading up 
to the tragedy: 
“Corruption is no more than a small part of 
the trouble. The larger reason is an attitude 
toward government. . . . The people have ac­ 
quiesced in the idea that government should 
‘do something’ for the people without any re­ 
gard to cost . . . that if in performing social 
service the government runs short of m oney- 
well, it should just go get some more money.” 
But when the time came to get more mrney. 
no one knew whore to get it. New York City. 
with a spending total larger than that of any 
state and rising day by day, is face to face 
with reality after a long period of evasion. 


Russian Counter-Punching 


At about the time a pair of Russian interceptor 
planes chased a U. S. reconnaisancc 
plane 
away from the coast of Siberia last Sunday, 
the Alsop brothers were putting the finishing 
touches on an article about Russian reconnai- 
sance planes flying over North America. 
The Alsops reported that at least IO vapor 
trails have been reported over Alaska and 
Canada and that these could have been left 
only by high-flying Russian airplanes. None of 
the planes was intercepted. They and the many 
other Russian planes which presumably have 
been flown over this continent have revealed 
that the far north is an unguarded American 
frontier. 
It has not been revealed that any of the ap­ 
proaches to the Soviet Union are unguarded— 
a fact of the utmost importance to the U.S. 
Strategic Air Command, which would be ex­ 
pected to punch Russia silly if the Kremlin de­ 
cided to open an aerial offensive. 
Evidence that the Russians have been explor­ 
ing America’s aerial frontiers without interfer­ 
ence suggests how' deeply embarrassing to U S. 
aviation the interference encountered on Rus­ 
sia's frontiers has been. 


Passenger elevators in the United States trav­ 
el 6,250.000 miles a day. or approximately 250 
times around the world, according to estimates 
of Westinghouse engineers.* The 125.000 passen­ 
ger units each travel an average of 50 miles 
and carry approximately 1.000 people daily.

The nearest reminder that civili­ 
zation exists to be a passing cruise 
ship or freighter far off in the 
shipping lanes. For a northeast­ 
erner it w’ould be a Florida Key, 
of course. 
Birt let s sec, I’m no Robinson 
Crusoe and Fanny no Man Fri­ 
day, though Anna approaches one, 
and must go along for sure. Like 
all boughten bliss, there had to be 
concessions and compromise; to 
live lazily and to get out of this 
Eden sometime. And a way to en­ 
joy news of the storms up North. 
The concessions proved wise We 
learned that a multitude of changes 
have entered our lives since we 
camped with tents, lanterns, rac­ 
coons. skunks, pitcher pumps and 
Chic Sales. 
Robinson Crusoe, my eye! We 
ended up with a ranch house, elec­ 
tric refrigeration, radio, propane 
gas. modern plumbing, twin beds 
and a picture window. But step 
out the door and the rest was just 
what we ordered. 
Tropical wilderness on the Gulf. 
seven miles from a stofe or a tele­ 
phone and. we also discovered, sev­ 
en miles from drinkable w’ater. by 
our standards—at 35 cents a gal­ 
lon. The net was the wreck of my 
pledge to go on the wagon for the 
duration. With w’ater at that price 
I lunged at the alibi. 
Ah. but with plentiful pompano, 
red snapper, groper, fresh shrimp 
and stone crabs, and Anna to cook 
them, it was a gastronomical holi­ 
day per ex. All except the antici­ 
pated bargain. 
Meals proved to be bathing suit 
feats at Tuxedo prices. 
Almost 
within sight of the shrimp boats, 
cooked shrimp was SI.50 a pound; 
pompano was $1.90 and stone crabs 
50 cents apiece. 
Wo used to buy all the stone 
crabs we could cat for S2 at Little 
Joe's on Miami Beach. But when 
Fanny staged my birthday dinner 
down on the Key it cost her six 
bucks just for my crab portion 
alone. I ate an even dozen at four 
bits a claw. 
For what that dinner cost we 
could have crashed the swankiest 


joint for the best meal on the whole 
West Coast. But shucks, we d have 
had to doll all up and bump into a 
lot of pompous, important people. 
FII remember the joyous event as 
the only birthday dinner I ever at­ 
tended in a T shirt and a two-day 
beard. 
Don’t be discouraged; everybody 
needn’t drink 35-cent water or eat 
a dozen crabs at a sitting; nor 
pay top prices just to save a bit 
of shopping. That’s for shiftless 
callers trying to cram 
a whole 
winter’s program into a couple of 
weeks. 
Florida is a haven for thousands 
of happy people who almost live 
off the cost of fueld and winter 
clothes up North. Get back where 
we were and you’ll find the back­ 
bone of the Sunshine Peninsula, 
about the most friendly, nicest folks 
you ever met. 
It was the transient saps who 
drove stone crabs up to 50 cents 
apiece—and I was one of them. A 
sucker is a sucker, on the Rialto, 
the Riviera, Main Street or Collins 
Avenue. 
The b i g g e s t sucker is the guy 
who wonders “how the other half 
lives” and never seems to learn 
that dough doesn’t buy happiness. 
The flowers bloom, the birds sing 
and God’s warm sun shines alike 
upon native, settler and visitor in 
Florida. The cost is just what you 
want to make it.

Eisenhower Keeps Sights On Main Goal

In the vast flow of words that 
have been written about Dwight 
Eisenhower, one aspect has re­ 
ceived little attention—his 
long­ 
time 
hopes 
and 
purposes 
f o r 
America. 
Better than administrative poli­ 
cies or legislative prescriptions, 
those hopes and purposes reveal 
the stature and character of the 
man we elected President. 
They are a guide to what, above 
and 
beyond 
politics, 
may 
take 
place during his presidency. His 
commitment to them is deeper and 
more determined than to any par­ 
tisan objectives, and he believes 
they are the terms by which, in 
his administration will h a v e to 
pass the terms by which, in his­ 
tory, his administration will have to 
pass muster. 
There is nothing “off the record” 
in what the President himself calls 
his “long thoughts” about Amer­ 
ica. They are the plainest thread 
that runs through all his speeches. 
They are the most frequently re­ 
curring theme of his conversations. 
He has made them 
the solemn 
basis of his charge to the men 
and women he has called to be on 
his team. 
In today’s atm ospheres! pseu- 
do-intellectualism. t h e Presidents 
profoundest beliefs perhaps s e e m 
“corncy.” He is no doubt corny 
when he talks, as he has, about 
“ the extraordinary virtues” of his 
parents; of the fact that they were 
“thirty, economical, 
honest” ; 
of 
the “ lusty influence of the Bible 
in their lives” ; of “How I sat at 
my mother’s knee” ; of the story 
of Abraham Lincoln walking miles 
to return a 
few’ cents he h a d 
overcharged a customer that day 
in the store. 
The extent to which these home­ 
ly virtues are out of date is proof 
to the President of what has hap­ 
pened to this country. He believes 
that what has been wrong with the 
A m e r i c a n government is only 
symptomatic of things gone wrong 
in America and with Americans. 
He knows the symptoms require 
immediate treatment. He believes 
the cure requires basic changes in 
American thought and direction. 
These changes will produce poli­ 
tical and economic consequences. 
But they are not. themselves, poli­ 
tical or economic. They are moral 
and spiritual. 
What 
President 
Eisenhower 
wants tor America is a revival of 
religious faith that will produce a 
rededication to religious v a l u e s 
and conduct. He wants this, first, 
because he is a religious man. 


He is not outwardly pious, and 
he seldom talks about religion in 
personal terms. I do not know how 
he prays or how often. But from 
his unembarrassed expressions of 
belief in prayer, I am sure that 
he does pray. 
I do not know 
how 
often 
he 
reads 
the 
red-leather 
Bible 
he 
keeps by his bed. But from his 
familiarity with the scriptures, I 
am sure he reads it. 
His regular attendance at church 
is not because of his public posi­ 
tion. It is a lifetime habit, and it 
is more to him than a formal 
Sunday gesture. 
But it is not only because he is 
personally religious that the Presi­ 
dent gives first importance to the 
reviving of religious faith. He be­ 
lieves that the “Godly virtues”— 
those extolled 
in 
the 
copybook 
maxims — account for America’s 
beginning, its growth in strength, 
material well-being and social pro­ 
gress. He believes that, except in 
a renewal of that faith and those 
virtues, there is no answer for the 
future. 
Before and during the campaign 
Eisenhower 
frequently 
t a l k e d 
about the strength America must 


have if our freedom is to be pre­ 
served and extended. In his three 
kinds of strength, he insisted that 
the “spiritual” should come first, 
not as a possible climax after the 
“economic” and “military.” 
“Our forefathers p r o v e d,” he 
said, “that only a people strong in 
Godliness is a people s t r o n g 
enough to overcome tyranny a n d 
make themselves and others free. 
Today, it is ours to prove that our 
own faith, perpetually renewed, is 
equal to the challenge of today’s 
tyrants ” 
At one point in the campaign, 
some of his associates were a lit­ 
tle concerned by what they re­ 
garded as too much religion in his 
politics. Lest he be accused of 
overdoing it, they urged him for a 
few speeches to skip the spiritual 
note. At that proposal the general 
was first puzzled and then irritat­ 
ed. “Gentlemen.” he told t h e m 
shaprly, “You misjudge the Amer­ 
ican people.” 
“ I am sure of one thing,” he 
has said. “There is a great spiritual 
yearning, a 
hunger 
among 
the 
people of this country, and I meet 
more and more people who are 
not ashamed to express it.”

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'Be nice to Gordon—he owns the mortgage on the club house. 


A large group of Democratic 
senators from the Northern, or 
leftist, side of the party are re­ 
ported to be enjoying a series of 
instructional lectures by former 
proteges of Felix Frankfurter. 
Many other proteges of his are 
still holding down jobs in the gov­ 
ernment where they can bend pol­ 
icy against the still uninformed 
capacity 
of 
Eisenhower 
ap­ 
pointees. 
Only 
yesterday, 
it 
seems, the most resplendent, if not 
the most mischievous or brilliant 
of the Frankfurter boys. D e a n 
Acheson, stepped out of the State 
Department. Innumerable l a w s 
written by proteges burden the 
books of the federal government. 
The people rejected all this, but 
the influence marches on. 
That is why the late Harold J. 
Laski, the English member of the 
most potent two-continent team of 
connivers in modern history, is 
still significant news in the United 
States. * 
Laski is important in his r i g h t. 
moreover, because today in scores 
of American colleges and univer­ 
sities. the writings of this indefa­ 
tigable writer, talker, and intellec­ 
tual climber are required reading. 
Educators without number still 
I believe the Laski gospel to have 
academic sanctity, the Laski state­ 
ments of fact to be true, and the 
Laski judgments to have the ac­ 
curacy that their author claimed 
for them. 
Perhaps that is w h y Justice 
Frankfurter 
p e r m i t t e d , 
nay 
blessed with an introduction, the 
publication of the extraordinary 
outpouring of 540 letters of Laski 
to Holmes. 
The replies of Holmes to Laski 
are included, but they reveal noth­ 
ing new concerning the old jurist 
who was so susceptible to the flat­ 
tery of the young men 
whom 
Frankfurter selected as his friends 
and who, except for the world of 
books, was so apparently isolated 
from the world. 
But the decision to publish the 
Holmes-Laski letters was appar­ 
ently due to the si me blind-spot 
that always foreclosed from Pro­ 
fessor Frankfurter a clear view' of 
his friends and admirers. In his 
mind they could do no wrong, and 
because they could not, he fancied 
that no one else could think so. 
Hence, the opinion of the jus­ 
tice and of the editor. Mark De- 
Wolfe Howe, was that the tower­ 
ing stature of Holmes and Laski 
i'm llrl r.nt cnftpr frnm tho rli«rlnc. 


ure of the subject matter of the 
letters. 
I suspect that it will not be so 
with a great many who read these 
documents, 
for already the re­ 
views are. so far as I have seen 
them, 
unanimous 
in 
describing 
Laski 
as 
unreliable, 
untruthful, 
stupendously egotistical, a n d a 
master at self - exploitation by 
hook or by crook. 
The editorial judgment of Pro­ 
fessor Howe joins in at least a 
part of this estimate, for he ad­ 
mits in his preface that in t h e 
Laski betters those who did not ad­ 
mire Laski “may find exaggera­ 
tion, distortion and falsehood.” 
Justice Frankfurter puts it with 
that nicety with which he always 
spoke of the foibles of friends: 
“Laski’s stories always gained in 
the telling. Indeed, at times he re­ 
inforced history by fancy.” 
The unreliability of Laski re­ 
ceived judicial confirmation in 1946 
in a famous libel suit b r o u g h t 
by Laski against a newspaper. This 
celebrated case was tried in the 
High Court of Justice, K i n g ’ s 
Bench Division before Lord God­ 
dard. Lord Chief Justice of Eng­ 
land. and a special jury. 
Laski claimed that the report 
submitted by a reporter to h i s 
newspaper was “ false and mali­ 
cious.” The reporter and his pa­ 
per claimed the opposite. The jury, 
after a lengthy trial and instruc­ 
tion by Lord Goddard, decided 
against Laski.

He got the report last week and 
discussed it with R. W. Scott Mc- 
leod, who is in charge cf security 
matters for the State Department. 
Dulles hired McLeod only a few 
weeks ago. 
Before that McLeod had been 
administrative assistant to Sen. 
Bridges, New Hampshire Republi­ 
can, who, with McCarthy and Sen. 
McCarran, Nevada Democrat, have 
been the main opponents to Sen­ 
ate approval of Bohlen. 
The FBI reports all the infor­ 
mation, good and bad, which it 
picks up on a person under in­ 
vestigation. But the FBI draws no 
conclusions. It leaves that to a high 
official, like Dulles, in the depart­ 
ment where the investigated man 
works. 
So Dulles went before the for­ 
eign relations committee. He didn’t 
show the report to the members. 
He summarized it for them, say­ 
ing the report contained some dero­ 
gatory information about Bohlen. 
But none of it, he told the com­ 
mittee, was of the kind that could 
throw doubt on Bohlen as a loyalty 
or security risk. After questioning 
Dulles for three hours, and talking 
with Bohlen, the committee unani­ 
mously approved Bohlen. 
Dulles said that when McLeod 
looked over the FBI report and 
found the derogatory information 
he had told Dulles: “This is not a 
case which I can automatically 
pass because wherever there is der­ 
ogatory information of this sort 
I think it is my duty to bring it 
to your attention. *’ 
Dulles told a news conference 
later that there was no difference 
of opinion between him and Mc­ 
Leod on Bohlen and, in answer to 
a question, he said McLeod did not 
suggest that Bohlen not be ap­ 
proved. 
This is where McCarthy steps 
into the picture. Until this point 
McCarthy, McCarran and Bridges 
had argued against Bohlen mainly 
because he had worked so closely 
with former Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson and had taken part 
in the Yalta and Potsdam confer­ 
ences as interpreter. 
McCarthy, McCarran and Bridges 
are not members of the foreign 
relations committee, before which 
Dulles testified. After the unani­ 
mous vote for Bohlen, McCarran 
said Dulles had misrepresented the 
situation to the committee, that 
McLeod, instead of not differing 
with Dulles, had actually told him 
he “could not clear" Bohlen. 
McCarthy said the same thing, 
adding that what Dulles had told 
the committee about himself and 
McLeod was untrue. And, he said, 
he knew what was in Bohlen’s file. 
Since the FBI investigation was 
not made until after the Eisen­ 
hower administration took office, 
McCarthy must have meant he 
knew what was in Bohlen’s regular 
personnel file* although he didn’t 
say how he knew. 
He went beyond this, though, by 
saying there were 16 pages of de­ 
rogatory information about Bohlen 
in the FBI report. This might have 
been told him in some form by 
a senator who was on the foreign 
relations committee and heard Dul­ 
les testify. 
But McCarthy also said that Boh­ 
len was a bad security risk. He 
didn’t explain (A) how he and 
McCarran knew Dulles and Mc­ 
Leod differed and (B) how he 
could be so positive that the FBI 
files, which he wasn’t supposed to 
see and didn’t actually say he 
saw, proved Bohlen a bad secur­ 
ity risk.

Replies To Opponents’ Charges 
Farm Leader Sees Gains 
From Proposed Belt Line 


AKRON—Farm incomes will be 
increased substantially throughout 
Ohio once the state legislature ap­ 
proves belt conveyor transporta­ 
tion. 
So says Howard Call, widely- 
known Darrowville, O., Grange and 
Farm Bureau leader and chairman 
of the state-wide “Belt Conveyor 
Farm Committee.” 
In a statement to a thousand 
Granges and other Ohio farm or­ 
ganizations, Call points out that 
“demand for every Ohio farm item 
would soar because low-cost trans­ 
portation of coal and iron ore by 
conveyor would importantly expand 
Ohio industry, creating thousands 
of new jobs, new payrolls and new 
families.” 
Call said the statement was is­ 
sued in reply “to a derogatory 
pamphlet, ‘The Belt Conveyor — A 
Threat to Rural Ohio’,” circulated 
among farm groups by “a special 
transportation committee.” 
The latter committee has been 
set up by the railroads to keep the 
Riverlake Belt Conveyor L i n e s 
from building a belt conveyor from 
Lake Erie to the Ohio River. 
The railroad pamphlet pictures a 
conveyor cutting through a barn­ 
yard, between barn and farmhouse, 
and states that Riverlake is seek­ 
ing the “right to condemn your 
property.” 
The booklet says that Riverlake 


would force the railroads to dis­ 
continue “facilities and unprofita­ 
ble operations in many parts of 
the state” and raise rail rates on 
farm products. 
“Such an increase in rates would 
mean lower net profits for farm­ 
ers on the things they sell, higher 
delivered prices on the things they 
buy,” the pamphlet states. 
Call labeled the statements as 
“threats rather than facts.” 
“The truth is that rail rates us­ 


ually go down rather than up when 
business drops—the same as in 
farming or any other business.”

Here’s Way To Keep 
Out Rain And Snow 


Nine out of ten houses 
have 
sm all basem ent windows set down j 
in an enclosure. Of necessity, these I 
windows are below ground level, 
for the reason that a house with a 
foundation too high is an architec­ 
tural m onstrosity. 


I 
The enclosure is around them so 
as to keep rain and ground drain­ 
age from running into the base­ 
ment. Unfortunately, this does- not 
always work out, because in very 
heavy rain and during and after 
heavy snowfalls, much w ater can 
accum ulate in the enclosure and 
the complaints about wet and dam p' 
basem ents can be traced right 
back to the basem ent windows and 
their enclosures. 
There is a definite rem edy for 
this complaint, and it is a very 
simple one. It consists m erely of 
making a plain wood cover, aa il­ 
lustrated, which v ill fit over th e ) 
top of the enclosure and prevent 
90 per cent of the rain and snow 
from getting into it. 
This lid is best m ade of exterior 
plywood which has had two good 
coats of paint. It is light enough 
to enable anyone to set it in place 
or remove it and stand it upright 
in the enclosure or well. S o m e 
have been m ade of castoff lenghths 
of wood with battens across to 
keep them together and then cov­ 
ered with canvas. 
The lid should be made long and 
wide enough to overhang the edges 
by a half inch. This will elim inate 
the need for a handle or other 
means of lifting it. 
If your

m oisture or dam pness through the 
window wells, try this rem edy and 
you will be surprised at the im­ 
provem ent in your basem ent con­ 
ditions.

On Red China 


Repatriation Ships 
Return Japanese 


By JIM BECKER 
MAIZURU, Japan CP—A second 
repatriation ship, Takasagu M aru, 
arrives today from Shanghai with 
1,959 Japanese nationals stranded 
in China since the end of World 
War II. 
The first group of 2,009 men, 
women and children arrived in a 
pelting rain early today from Chin- 
wangtao, M anchuria, aboard the 
Koan Maru. 
By 
m idsum m er, 
some 
25,000 
Japanese—some held as long as 
16 years—are scheduled to be re­ 
turned from China. 
Swarms of newsmen who board­ 
ed the Koan M aru today from 
fishing launches heard conflicting 
stories of life in Communist China. 
Some returnees wept for joy at the 
sight of their homeland. Others 
defiantly spouted Red propaganda. 
However, M ayor Tasuo Sagane 
of Maizuru, who m et the ship, said 
the 
passengers 
were 
the 
most 
orderly group yet to arrive at this 
huge repatriation center from a 
Communist country. 
Some repatriates talked freely. 
Others glowered, close-mouthed. A 
few shoved and pushed the only 
two Americans in the press party. 
Some described Red China as a 
paradise; others told of being driv­ 
en at pistol point to work in Com­ 
munist factories. 
Almost all said Red China was 
conducting

against germ s and flies. 


The design of m any of the best 
houses built during the last few 
years show a decided trend

ward making a feature of the rear 
of the house.

The answer to any such prob­ 
lem is solved nicely by making a 
screer of two or three shutters or 
plain panels of wood. These are 
hinged so that they m ay be folded 
back. They also are hinged to a 
strip nailed to the rear wall of the 


I house. 
Just enough space is left between 
the screen and the doorway to ac­ 
commodate the cans or containers 
you want to keep out of sight. 


From the viewpoint of color, the 
screen should m atch the wall of 
the house so am to be as incon­ 
spicuous as possible. Hinges should 
be galvanized and strong enough 
to hold the screen upright without 
sagging to the floor of the terrace. 
There are other uses for such 
screens outside of hiding 
objec­ 
tionable things. They can be in­ 
stalled to act as wind breaks or 
as sun shades. They can be m ade 
to stand freely without being at­ 
tached to the wall and can be 
moved about to cast shade or 
break the breeze. 
If they are m ade for this pur­ 
pose, they should have small cas­ 
tors on the bottom edge so as to 
be easy to move from one place to 
the other. Properly proportioned, 
these screens are an addition to 
any porch or terrace.

of the “group practice” proposal. 
In fact, the committee said, such 
a system could well mean the 
elimination of the family doctor 
from the American scene by dis­ 
couraging young doctors from en­ 
tering general practice. 
The comments were made in the 
annual report of the Commission 
on Legislation and Public Policy 
of the American Academy of Gen­ 
eral Practice (AAGP). The acad­ 
emy opened its annual meeting 
yesterday.

The academy commission said 
it had made a study of various 
recommendations

Truman-appointed Commission on 
the Health Needs of the Nation, 
which was headed by Dr. Paul 
Magnuson of Chicago. One of tne 
recommendations of the latter com­ 
mission, now officially disbanded 
after a year’s work, was that doc­ 
tors, in so far as possible, band 
themselves into “groups” so that 
patients could get a kind of one- 
package treatment from a team in­
